Last  November  I  attended  a  coin  show  and  came  across  this  "oldie"  elongate  of  Mt.  Rushmore  on  an 
Indian  cent.  I  could  not  find  it  listed  in  Dottie  Dows  book  or  in  Yesterdays  Elongates  by  Martin  & 

Dow.  The  following  is  a  description  as  best  I  can  give  here  and  if  anyone  out  there  can  supply  any 
information  on  it  I  would  appreciate  it  very  much.  There  is  no  border  design  around  the  coin.  The 
four  presidents  are  in  the  center  (horizontal)  with  the  names  listed  in  two  rows.  The  first  row  has 
Washington  and  T.  Roosevelt,  Jefferson  and  Lincoln  in  the  second  row.  Underneath  that  is  Mount 
Rushmore  Memorial  and  under  that  is  Black  Hills,  S.D.  Also  alongside  both  sides  of  the  monument 
is  simulated  stone  appears  as  well  as  around  the  lettering.  There  is  nothing  but  blank  space  above 
the  monument.  As  for  the  reverse  as  I  stated  it  was  rolled  on  an  Indian  head  cent  with  a  fine  raised 
outline  of  the  Indian  head.  The  date  is  1 9??  or  possibly  1 90?  with  the  border  image  evident.  The 
letters  UNI  on  the  left  and  RICA  on  the  right  are  very  evident  and  ledgeble.  If  anyone  is  familiar  with 
this  "oldie"  I  would  appreciate  hearing  from  you.

The  24th  annual  meeting  of  The 
Elongated  Collectors,  slated  for  the 
Aug.  22-26  American  Numismatic  .Asso¬ 
ciation  convention  in  Seattle,  brings  to 
mind  past  and  present  TEC  member¬ 
ship  badges. 

Researching  the  history  of  these 
badges  proved  to  be  quite  a  challenge. 
There  is  no  complete  official  record 
available.  So,-  with  the  help  of  Ginnie 
Aldridge,  Frank  Brazzell,  Ray  Dillard, 
Doug  Fairbanks  Sr.,  Sally  Kirka  and 
Lloyd  Wag  am  an,  I  submit  the  following 
list  of  badges. 

1967:  the  TEC’s  first  gathering  was 
held  Aug.  8-12  in  Miami  Beach,  Fla. 
The  convention  badge  was  designed  and 
rolled  by  Wagaman  on  a  silver  Canadian 
quarter  with  a  numbered  reverse.  The 
die  was  engraved  by  Overman  Engrav¬ 
ing  Co.  The  number  of  badges  rolled 
came  to  272,  which  were  issued  at  $2 
each  at  the  show  or  $2.30  by  mail. 

The  badge  ribbon  was  red  and  was 
hand-stitched  by  Alberta  Wagaman.  To 
date,  this  is  the  only  badge  rolled  on  a 
non-U. S.  coin.  The  badge  carries  a 
design  depicting  the  large  letters 

“TEC.” 

1968:  TEC’s  second  gathering  was 
held  Aug.  20-24  in  San  Diego.  The  con¬ 
vention  badge  was  designed  and  rolled 
by  Wagaman  on  a  Washington  quarter 
with  a  numbered  reverse.  The  die  was 
engraved  by  Overman  Engraving  Co., 
with  418  badges  rolled.  Prices  remained 
the  same  as  the  previous  year’s  issue. 

The  ribbon  was  sage  green  and  pink, 
hand-stitched  by  Alberta  Wagaman. 
The  badge  carried  a  design  depicting  a 
large  owl. 

1969:  The  next  meeting  was  Aug.  12- 
16  in  Philadelphia.  Wagaman  again 
rolled  the  convention  badge  on  a  Wash¬ 
ington  quarter  with  the  die  engraved  by 
Overman  Engraving  Co.  The  number  of 
badges  rolled  came  to  250,  which  were 
issued  at  the  same  prices  as  earlier. 

Adorned  by  a  pink  ribbon,  the  badge 
again  depicted  an  owl. 

1970:  St.  Louis  was  the  site  of  TEC’s 


next  gathering,  held  Aug.  18-22.  The 
badge  was  designed,  engraved  and 
rolled  by  Norman  and  Ruth  MacQuithy 
on  a  Washington  quarter  with  a  black- 
stained  reverse.  No  changes  in  price 
were  announced  and  250  of  them  were 
produced. 

The  badge  ribbon  was  red,  white  and 
blue.  The  badge  carried  a  design  depict¬ 
ing  the  St.  Louis  Arch. 

1971:  TEC  met  Aug.  10-14  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  Except  for  the  royal  blue 
ribbon  and  design  featuring  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Monument,  the  1971  badge  was 
similar  to  the  previous  issue. 

1972:  New  Orleans  was  the  site  and 
Aug.  15-19  the  dates  of  the  next  get- 
together  for  TEC  members. 

Wagaman  designed  the  badge,  161  of 
which  were  produced.  Prices  remained 
unchanged  for  the  black-stained  Wash¬ 
ington  quarter  elongates. 

The  badge  ribbon  was  gold  mesh  and 
was  hand-stitched  by  Alberta  Waga¬ 
man.  The  badge  returned  to  the  owl 
theme. 

1973:  TEC’s  seventh  gathering  was 
held  Aug.  23-27  in  Boston,  the  conven¬ 
tion  badge  was  designed,  engraved  and 
rolled  by. Robert  W.  Luchtman  on  a 
Washington  quarter.  It  is  estimated 
that  200  badges  were  rolled. 

The  badge  ribbon  was  red,  white,  and 
blue  with  a  pin  back.  It  carried  a  design 
depicting  Paul  Revere’s  ride. 

1974:  Bal  Harbor,  Miami,  Fla.,  Aug. 
13-18,  was  the  next  meeting  of  TEC. 
The  convention  badge  was  designed, 
engraved  and  rolled  by  Luchtman  on 
the  obverse  of  a  Washington  quarter 
with  a  black-stained  reverse.  Two  hun¬ 
dred  badges  were  rolled. 

With  a  red,  white  and  blue  ribbon,  the 
badge  itself  carried  a  palm  tree  and  sky- 
•  line  design. 

1975:  TEC  members  next  met  Aug. 
19-24  in  Los  Angeles.  The  convention 
badge  was  designed  by  Sally  Kirka  and 
engraved  and  rolled  by  Luchtman  on  a 
Washington  quarter.  Mintage  was  again 
approximately  200  pieces. 

A  map  of  California  filled  the  design, 
suspended  by  a  red,  white  and  blue 
ribon. 


1976:  For  its  10th  gathering,  TEC 
went  to  New  York  City,  Aug.  24-29.  The 
convention  badge  was  deisgned, 
engraved  and  rolled  by  Luchtman  on 
the  obverse  of  a  Bicentennial  quarter 
with  a  black-stained  reverse.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  badges  rolled  came  to  150,  which 
were  issued  at  $3.30. 

In  the  Bicentennial  year,  the  badge 
ribbon  was  red,  white  and  blue  while  the 
badge  carried  a  design  depicting  the 
Statue  of  Liberty. 

“1977:  TEC  met  Aug.  23-28  in 
Atlanta.  Luchtman  designed,  engraved 
and  rolled  the  Washington  quarter  with 
black-stained  reverse.  Priced  at  $3.30, 
approximately  160  badges  were  rolled. 

The  ribbon  was  red,  white  and  blue 
and  the  badge  featured  a  map  of  Geor¬ 
gia. 

1978:  TEC  next  gathered  Aug.  21-26 
in  Houston.  Luchtman  performed  ail  of 
the  work  for  200  badges,  issued  at  the 
then-prevailing  price  of  $3.30. 

Texas  filled  the  design  of  the  badge, 
held  by  a  red,  white  and  blue  ribbon. 

1979:  Luchtman  produced  the  badge 
for  TEC’s  13th  gathering,  held  July  29- 
Aug.  3  in  St.  Louis.  Two  hundred 
badges  were  rolled  and  issued  at  $3.30. 

In  1979,  a  Missouri  map  provided  the 
design,  again  with  a  red,  white  and  blue 
ribbon. 

1980:  TEC’s  meeting  at  the  1980 
convention  was  held  in  Cincinnati.  The 
badge  was  designed  by  Lee  Martin, 
engraved  by  Adam  Cool  and  rolled  by 
Claude  Thomas.  It  was  the  reverse  of  a 
Washington  quarter  with  a  black- 
stained  obverse. 

The  red  ribbon  was  hand  stitched. 
The  design,  consisting  of  an  owl  and  the 
lettering  “1980  Member  TEC,”  was 
rolled  so  that  George  Washington 
appears  upside  down  when  the  badge  is 
worn.  The  die  used  was  one  designed  for 
rolling  a  cent. 

1981:  TEC’s  15th  gathering  featured 
a  badge  designed  and  engraved  by  Ron 
Chatman  and  rolled  by  Claude  Watt  on 
a  Washington  quarter.  The  quarter  was 
elongated  horizontally  with  a  biack- 
stained  reverse.  It  is  estimated  that  125 
badges  were  rolled.  They  were  issued  at 
$3.50. 

The  badge  ribbon  was  red,  white  and 
blue.  The  badge  carried  a  design  depict¬ 
ing  a  large  owl  and  “Member  1981 

TEC.” 

1982:  TEC’s  meeting  was  held  Aug. 
16-23,  again  in  Boston.  The  badge  was 
designed  and  rolled  by  Kirka  on  a 
Washington  quarter  with  a  brown- 
stained  back.  The  die  was  engraved  by 
Luchtman.  It  is  estimated  that  100 
badges  were  rolled  and  issue  price  rose 
to  $4.50. 

Continuing  a  tradition,  the  design 
featured  a  map  of  Massachusetts  and  a 
red,  white  and  blue  ribbon.

The  first  of  an  annual  series  of  convention  badges  produced  for  The  Elon¬ 
gated  Collectors  was  for  the  1967  gathering  in  Miami  Beach,  Fla.  The 
latest so  far  was  distributed  at  the  American  Numismatic  Association  con¬

TEC  badge  were  produced.  A  map 
of  Wisconsin  marked  the  Milwau- 


1983:  San  Diego  was  the  setting  of 
the  Aug.  15-21  gathering  of  TEC.  Kirka 
designed  and  rolled  the  convention 
badge  on  a  Washington  quarter  with 
brown-stained  reverse.  The  die  was 
engraved  by  Luchtman.  It  is  estimated 
that  100  badges  were  rolled  and  issued 
at  $5.  California  provided  the  design. 

1984:  The  Detroit  convention  ran 
July  28- Aug.  1.  Brazzell  designed  and 
rolled  the  badge,  on  the  obverse  of  a 
Bicentennial  quarter  with  a  brown- 
stained  reverse.  The  number  of  badges 
rolled  came  to  100.  Issue  price  was  again 
$5. 

Michigan  was  the  design  and  the  rib¬ 
bon  was  red,  white  and  blue. 

1985:  Hobbyists  gathered  Aug.  20-25 
in  Baltimore  for  the  1985  convention 
and  TEC  meeting.  The  convention 
badge  was  designed  and  roiled  by  Kirka 
on  a  Washington  quarter  with  a  black- 
stained  reverse.  Luchtman  engraved  the 
die,  which  was  used  for  85  badges.  Price 
was  $5. 

A  red,  white  and  blue  ribbon  sur¬ 
rounded  a  map  of  Maryland  and  an  owl. 


1986:  For  its  20th  gathering,  TEC 
met  Aug.  5-10  in  Milwaukee.  The  con¬ 
vention  badge  was  designed,  engraved 

and  rolled  by  Brazzell  on  a  Washington 
quarter  with  a  fruitwood-stained 
reverse.  A  mere  72  badges  were  issued  at 
$5  each. 

Wisconsin  provided  the  design,  bor¬ 
dered  by  a  ribbon  of  red,  white  and 
blue. 
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kee  ANA  convention  in  that  year. 

1987:  The  Atlanta  convention,  Aug. 

26-30,  was  the  place  for  the  next  TEC 
meeting.  Brazzell  performed  the  honors 
for  the  badge,  a  Washington  quarter 
with  a  fruitwood-stained  reverse,  the 
number  of  badges  rolled  came  to  100, 
which  were  issued  at  $5. 

Georgia  served  as  the  design,  and  the 
badge  ribbon  was  in  the  form  of  a  U.S. 
flag. 

1988:  July  20-24  were  the  dates  of 
the  Cincinnati  get-together.  Brazzell 
signed,  engraved  and  rolled  a  Washing¬ 
ton  quarter  with  a  fruitwood-stained 
reverse  for  the  badge,  100  of  them, 
which  were  issued  at  $5.00. 

A  flag  design  again  served  as  the  rib¬ 
bon?  with  the  badge  design  depicting  a 
map  of  Ohio. 

1989:  Finally,  I  designed  the  1989 
badge  for  Pittsburgh,  engraved  and 
rolled  by  Brazzell  on  a  Washington 
quarter  with  a  fruitwood-stained 
reverse.  One  hundred  of  them  were  pro¬ 
duced  and  they  were  sold  for  $5: 

A  large  owl  and  a  Pennsylvania  map 
were  depicted,  encircled  by  a  red,  white 
and  blue  ribbon. 

Also  issued  in  1989  was  a  silver  enam¬ 
eled  badge  on  Washington  quarter 
enameled  in  five  colors.  The  number  of 
these  badges  issued  came  to  28,  at  a 
price  of  $15.
